Washington, July 29.—The Gary Per­ 
king plan for the creation of a fed­ 
eral commission to fix the prices of 
the products of industrial corporations 
is endorsed in a report made public by 
Representatives Gardner, of Massachu­ 
setts, and Danforth, of New York, Re­ 
publican members of the Stanley steel 
committee. 
Representatives Gardner and Dan­ 
forth recommend the enactment of a 
law under which all interstate corpor­ 
ations would be required to obtain a 
charter from the federal government 
before commencing business. Messrs. 
Gardner and Danforth believe in ef­ 
fective governmental regulation of the 
activities of interstate corporations; 
Representative Sterling, of Illinois, tile 
Uiird Republic an member of the steel 
committee, condemns the plan of gov­ 
ernment price fixing, recommends the 
enactment of a federal incorporation 
law and urges the dissolution of indus­ 
trial trusts into their Integral parts. 
Representatives Gardner and Dan­ 
forth condemn those concerned in the 
payment of a fee of $62,50U,OGO to J. 
P. Morgan tk Co. for organizing the 
United States Steel corporation. They 
read the corporation a lecture urging 
it to improve labor conditions in its 
vat ions 
shops 
and 
factories. 
They 
charge that the steel corporation wa-* 
overcapitalised and that the corpora 
lion through the medium of the so 
called "Gary dinners" fixes "the prices 
aud the independents 
follow 
suit." 
Here are the findings of part of the 
Gardner-Danforth report: 
"That J. P. Morgan it Co. and the 
underwriting syndicate received $62.- 
4>u0,OOO 
for 
organizing 
the 
United 
Stale.- Steel corporation. 
"That the corporation was capital­ 
ized at $1,400,000,OOO, of which nearly 
one-half was ‘water.’ 
"That the average annual earnings 
of the conjuration have been from ll 
to 12 |>er cent on the a taal value of 
its assets. 
“T hat the corporation controls a lit­ 
tle over one-halt the crude and finish­ 
ed steel business of the United States. 
"That the average wholesale price 
of steel products has I allen off since 
the corporation was organized. 
"That the corporation and all the 
independents have an understanding 
as to [trices. 
"That the system of interlocking di­ 
rectorates has insidious consequences 
and facilitates “inside 
management’ 
aud the stifling of competition. 
"That the situation as to Iron ore 
sui ply is grave and may become men­ 
acing. 
‘ That labor conditions in certain 
departments of the steel industry are 
bad ’’ 
The Gardner-Danforth recommenda­ 
tions follow: 
Constructive legislation—all corpor­ 
ations exceeding $60,000,00© in capital­ 
ization of valuation must become Unit­ 
ed Stales corporations before entering 
interstate commerce. For smaller cor­ 
porations United States charters are 
voluntary. 
All United Slates corporations must 
be capitalized as their actual value.

DENY REPEAL OF 


MIXED MARRIAGE LAW 


The Report is Due to a Mis­ 
understanding. 


Rome, J til v' 29.—The report that the 
pope has repealed the decree "no te- 
mere" is absolutely unfounded, nor is 
it likely ever to bo revoked, as It em 
bodies provisions which have govern­ 
ed the church procedure for two < en­ 
tr ie s . 
It is probable that the misunder­ 
standing with resjiect to the repeal of 
the decree arose through the atopen 
aion of the provision relating to mixed 
marriages in Germany and Hungary. 
The other provision* of the "ne te 
mere," however, are in full force in 
those two countries, while In the Unit­ 
ed Slates and Ungland all provisions 
o fthe decree without exception ate 
sUU in force. 
Thus a marriage be­ 
tween Catholic and Protestant with­ 
out the sanction of the parish priest Im 
null. 
It is declared that possibly the Unit­ 
ed States aud England may later ob­ 
tain a ( bange in that provision. 
An article in the Western Watch­ 
man. a Catholic publication issued in 
St. I/mis, was the source of the re­ 
port that the papal decree "ne teiuere” 
had been repealed. 


Presents Evidence In 238 Disputes to 


bhcw That Taft Delegates Were Keg- 
uiarly Elected. 


Washington, July 29.—A statement, 
approved by President Taft, defending 
his nomination by the Chicago conven­ 
tion, was made public at the White 
House. 
It reviews every contest before the 
Republican national committee and the 
credentials committee of the conven­ 
tion and asserts that each contest was 
settled logically, upon its merits. The 
statement was submitted to the cabi­ 
net at a relent meeting and received 
the approval of the president’s official 
family. 
The statement, which is a lengthy 
do ument of 144 printed pages, is a 
detailed denial of the charge that the 
renomination of President Taft was 
accompiished by the seating of fraud­ 
ulently elected delegates to the con­ 
vention. It takes up individually the 
231 contests instituted by Hie Roose­ 
velt forces against Taft delegates who 
were seated, and presents evidence in 
each of these cases to show that the 
Taft delegates were regularly elected. 
A resume of the statement, prepar­ 
ed 
by 
Charles D. m iles, formerly 
President Tail's secretary and now 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee, 
takes 
up 
each 
contest 
briefly. Tile resume follows: 
"The total number of delegates sum­ 
moned to the convention under its 
call was lu»8, with 540 necessary to a 
choice. 
Mr. Taft bad 561 votes on the 
hist and only ballot and was declared 
the nominee. There 
were 
instituted 
against 238 of toe delegates regularly 
elected lor Taft, contests on behalf of 
Roosevelt. 
"These contents were avowedly in­ 
stigated not for the purpose of teally 
securing seats in the convention, not 
for the purpose of adducing evidence 
which 
would 
lead any respe* taide 
court to entertain the contests, but 
lur tile purpose of deceiving the public 
into tile belief that Mr. Roosevelt had 
more votes than he really had, as Ute 
conventions and primaries 
were 
in 
progress for the election of delegates. 
This Is not only a necessary inference 
troin the character of the contests, 
but it was boldly avowed by the chief 
editor of the newspapers owned by 
Mr. Munsey, who bas been Mr. Rouse 
veils chief financial and newspaper 
supporter. 
"'I he 238 contests were reduced by 
abandonment, formal or In substance, 
to 74. 
The very fact of these 164 friv­ 
olous contests itself reflects upon the 
genuineness and validity of the re­ 
mainder. 
The 74 delegates include six 
at large from Artsoua, four at large 
(rom Kentucky, four at large from In* 
diana, six at large from 
Michigan, 
eigitt al large from Texas and eight at 
large from Washington, and also two 
district delegates each from the Ninth 
Alabama, the Fifth Arkansas, the Thir­ 
teenth Indiana, the Seventh. Eighth 
aud Eleventh Kentucky, the Third Ok­ 
lahoma, the Second Tennessee, aud 
from euch of tiiue districts, the First, 
Hero ad. Fourth. Fifth, Seventh. Eighth, 
Ninth, Teuth and the Fourteenth of 
Texas.”

Third Murdered in Greater New 


York in Two Months.

A Piece of Linen and a Handkerchief 


Was Found Jammed Into the Girl'*

New’ York, July 29.—Detectives from 
the Amity street police station and 
Brooklyn police headquarters—ttftee 
in all, under Acting Captains Duane 
and Coughlin— put in a strenuous day 
searching the docks and wharve* and 
tenem ents near De Graw street, Brook 
ly n, at the foot of which the body of 
eight-year-old Mary Barsuto was found 
floating on 
Saturday 
night. 
In the 
child's throat her m urderer had stuffed 
a piece of white linen and a bandana 
handkerchief. 
’I he Barsuto girl is the third child to 
have been murdered in G reater New 
York within the past two months, and 
in Gifs (ase, as of the killing of six 
year-old 
Sigrtd 
Kkstrome, 
of 
the 
Bronx, and the more recent m urder of 
Julia 
Connors, the police find that 
theer is very little to aid them in their 
bunt for the murderer. 
The appearance of the body and the 
autopsy performed by Coroner’s Phy­ 
sician Dr Woes! indicate that in all 
probability the child 
wa* assaulted 
and killed a short time before she was 
thrown into the black waters that lap 
the De Graw street docks and piles. 
There was water in her lungs, and it 
Is possible that she may have still 
been breathing when she was thrown 
into the river. 
Captain Duane'* men spent most of 
Sunday morning trying to find out 
from the dead girl s playmates wlieie 
she wa* last seen and whether any 
one in the neighborhood of 84 Union 
street, Mary’s home, had

Wednesday, never to return One toy 
was found who said he had seen her 
playing on the docks at the foot of 
l>e Graw street at noon on Wednes 
day. 
The Caimito'* are loud In their de- 
claartions that they have never re­ 
ceived letteis threatening harm to a 
member of the family. They have had 
no quarrels with their neighbors, they 
say, and profess to be utterly In the 
dark as to why Mary should have been 
killed.
